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Last week I had quite a lot to 
say concerning the syrup business, 
or rather the growing of cane, and 
I think’ it must have done some 
good from the response I’m having 
concerning same. We seem to 
have a lot of folks interested in 
growing their own syrup and they 
are honestly striving for a plan 
or a cane that can be grown suc- 
cessfully on their lands. It seems 
that those who have tried Kiana 
cane think it is the best to be had. 
They all say that it will grow 
where regular sugar cane will not 
grow and that it is e easier to grow, 
as well as easier to keep. In oth- 
er words, every man who has tried 
it tells me that Kiana cane beats 
the regular old sugar cane. There 
must be something to what they 
say, and I’m insisting that every 
farmer in the county try at least 
a small amount of this cane for 
next year, It might be that this 
Kiana cane will solve our syrup 
problem in Coffee County.

I have a letter from a young 
man in the northern part of the 
county who tells me that he en- 
joyed my article on Kiana cane 
last week and that he is very fa- 
miliary with the cane. He says he 
has grown it and that it will do 
exactly what its growers claim it 
will do, but he says that he has a 
newer cane that is even better 
than the Kiana cane. He gives its 
name as P. O. J. cane. I never 
heard of this cane before, but the 
young man is very reliable and I 
know that it is just as he says 
it is. The letter is from Curtis 
Chapman, the son of Mr, Melvin 
| Chapman; and they live in beat 
15, near the Troy highway. Mr. 
Chapman says that this new cane 
is a much better cane than the 
Kiana. He says that he grew the 
Kiana until he found this new va- 
riety and that he then gave his 
Kiana away, as he did not care to 
grow any more of it. Pp. O. J. 
cane is a red cane, grows similar 
to the Kiana, but is softer and 
sweeter. It also grows larger 
and taller. Mr. Chapman says he 
planted three hundred stalks last 
spring, that he has already dug and 
banked three thousand stalks for 
seed and that he has enough cane 
left in his patch to make forty 
gallons of syrup. He expects to 
plant two acres next year, I know 
nothing of this variety of cane, but 
it must be good or Mr, Chapman 
would not praise it so highly. I 
believe we should all investigate 
this matter and determine for our- 
selves as to whether or not we 
wish to try any of this cane. Go 
to see his patch this week if you 
can, as he will soon grind his cane. 
If you only get a dozen stalks it 
might be worth the trip to investi- 
gate this matter. If we can only

MONTGOMERY.—Condemning 
the “unwarranted expenditure” of 
public money by the recent Ala- 
bama Legislature, the Montgomery 
County Grand Jury Saturday re- 
turned a true bill against a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, 

More than 130 indictments were | 
returned by the Grand Jury, but 
Solicitor Seibels said he would not} 
make known the names of any of 
the persons indicted until capiases 
have been served, 

Before the Grand Jury conven- 
ed last Monday, Solicitor Seibels 
announced he would ask it to in- 
vestigate charges that Senator HE. 
D, Jordan, Etowah, requested $250 
as “expense money’? from a Gads- 
den theater manager for passing a 
Sunday amusement bill through the 
Senate. 


The Etowah senator resigned 
during a Senate rules committee 


hearing on the charges, and later 
declared he had been made “a 
scapegoat.” 

After a lengthy discussion, of 
the expenditures of the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, the report 
stated: “Again as to the specific 
charges of your honor concerning 
the acceptance of a bribe by a 
member of the Legislature, we 
were unable to find any evidence 
which would warrant a true bill, 
with one exception, and are return- 
ing a true bill in that case, 

“We heartily concur in your 
condemnation of this offense and 
join with you in the opinion that 
nothing could be more abhorrent 
or dangerous to good government. 

“We heartily condemn the un- 
warranted expenditure of public 
money by the recent Legislature. 
This report shows that this extray- 
agance of the Legislature, instead 
of retrenching and saving the mon- 
ey of the people of Alabama, spent 
something over the enormous sum 
of $239,00 for clerical hire and 
help of the Legislature at the two 
(the 1931 regular session and the 
1982 special session) sessions. 

“We also condemn the wide- 
spread practice of acceptance by 
legislators of passes to theaters, 
moving picture houses and motor 
transportation companies, and like- 
wise condemn the acceptance of 
any other gratuities from any 
source. This is a form of graft 
inhibited by the constitution.”

The effect of this resolution was 
that the superintendents would not 
recommend that teachers be re 
quested to teach longer without 
their pay. 

Upon request of Dr. Harman all 
superintendents indicated the ap- 
proximate date on which their 
schools must close on a basis of 
present revenue estimates. A com- 
pilation of the estimates revealed 
that schools in barely a dozen 
counties will be in operation after 
January. 

Dr. Harman, when told of the 
results of the tabulation for the 
25 counties, said he did not think 
the results revealed the situation 
fully. He pointed out about 18 
counties were not represented. 

“Tt ig my opinion,” he said, “that 
half the counties or more will be 
forced to close at the end of the 
half term, or after operating from 
three and one-half to four and 
one-half months.”

More than 4,000 
families are being fed there by the 
Government, he said, He declared 
his faith in Alabama and said he 
did not believe the people of the 
State had wny intention of repudi- 
ating their debts and that he be- 
lieved the warrants he held would 
be paid.

J. C. Dixon, city superintendent 
of Elba, said the schools there 
would close November 23.

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Governor Is Not Discouraged 
Over Defeat of Amendments 


Governor Miller last week made 
the following comment to the pa- 
pers on the result of the election 
on the income tax and bond issue 
amendments: 


The income tax and bond amend- 
ments were lost in the olection last 
Tuesday. 

Considering the great contest 
against it, waged so continuously 
and so long, with unlimited financ- 
es, by some of the Federal income 
tax payers, the result of the elee- 
tion is not surprising, 

We are not discouraged. The 
defeat is to be greatly regretted, 
because the closing of the schools 
and the payment of the honest 
debts of Alabama were involved. 

The schools cannot be kept open 
and the debts cannot be paid by 
current revenue. If the amend- 
ments had been adopted, this would 
have arranged for the debts and 
the schools could continue under 
current revenue, 

Under our present revenue and 
Constitution these debts can be 
paid at this time only by bonds, 
warrants or notes payable in fu- 
ture when ratified by the voters 
at the polls. 

Their vote Tuesday might be 
considered as a repudiation of Ala- 
bama’s debts, and as a willingness 
for schools to close. I believe it 
was not so intended. They did not 
fully understand it, 

The amendments, in my judg- 
ment, were lost for the lack of}t 
proper information on the part of 
the voters. There was no orga- 
nization to support them. The best 
proof of this is that in those Coun- 
ties where local leaders were active 
for the amendments, they were 
carried by notable majorities,

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Alabama Cotton Crop 
Smallest Since 1923 


The United States cotton crop is 
forecast by the U. S, Department 
of Agriculture at 11,947,000 bales, 
which is an increase of 522,000 ov- 
er the forecast of a month ago, 
reports F, W. Gist, statistician for 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Alabama’s crop is forecast at 
860,000 bales,which compares with 
1,420,000 bales last year and 1,- 
475,000 in 1980. “This will be 
the smallest total crop produced in 
this State since 1923, when slightly 
less than 600,000 bales were pro- 
duced,” Gist said. 

“The probable yield per acre in 
Alabama is forecast at 186 pounds 
which compared with 200 pounds 
of last year and a ten year aver- 
age of 158 pounds. This yield is 
the smallest since 1928 and is due 
to the very small amount of fer- 
tilizer used this year and to the 
weevil damage, which was heavier 
than the State has experienced in 
recent years,” he said.

STRAY CATS AND DOGS 

The zeal of those who stress the 
importance of kindness to animals 
may sometimes appear to be a 
manifestation of sentimentality, 
yet there is generally behind it a 
sincere and laudable impulse. 

While it may be argued that the 
sympathy and effort expended on 
unfortunate animals might better 
be exerted in behalf of human be- 
ings, the fast is that those who 
treat horses, cats and dogs with 
humane consideration are more 
likely to exhibit a similar attitude 
toward their fellowmen, 

A New York women’s organiza- 
tion reports that during a single 
year it found homes for 667 home- 
less dogs and 549 stray eats, while 
68 dogs and 10 cats were returned 
to their owners through identify- 
ing tags on collars. Bronze medals 
were presented to two men who 
saved a dog at considerable risk 
to themselves. 

An important work of such an 
organization is the humane educa- 
tion of children, many if not most 
of whom have an apparent tenden- 
cy to make life miserable for help- 
less animals, particularly those 
not their own. In some cases the 
mistreatment of animals is merely 
the result of thoughtlessness and 
may be checked by kindly admoni- 
tion, in others there appears to be 
a tendency toward wanton cruelty, 
which sterner measures are reces- 
sary to repress. 

The teaching of kindness to ani- 
mals should have a place inf the 
training of every child and it can 
be taught better by personal ex- 
ample than in any other way. To 
befriend a stray cat or dog is to 
teach a lesson in humanenegs to all 
who observe the act. And such 
lessons are worth while.

LAST CIVIL WAR VETERAN 

Holding the distinetion of being 
the only surviving general of the 
Civil War, General Adelbert Ames 
recently celebrated his 97th birth- 
day quietly at his home in Tewks- 
bury, Mass. He is also one of the 
few living men who held the rank 
of general in the Spanish-American 
War. 

The career of General] Ames has 
been a varied and often stormy 
one. A native of Rockland, Me., 
where he wag born on October 31, 
1835, he was graduated from West 
Point in 1861, at the outbreak of 
the Civil War, in which he served 
with distinction, being brevetted a 
major general of volunteers for 
gallantry in action. 

He settled in Mississippi after 
the war and was a United States 
senator from that state from 1870 
until 1878, when he was elected 
governor. His alleged favoritism 
toward the negroes led to a seri- 
ous riot in Vicksburg, The legis- 
lature impeached him in 1876, but 
the charges were withdrawn and 
he resigned, later returning to the 
North. He was a brigadier gener- 
al during the war with Spain. 

Next to General Ames, the last 
Civil War general was J. Warren 
Keifer of Ohio, former speaker of 
the national House of Representa- 
tives, who died at his home in 
Springfield, O., on April 22, 1932, 
BE the age of 96, 


A $120,000 BIBLE 


An idea of the amazing amount 
of money represented by literary 
and art treasures brough to Ameri- 
ca during the recent years may 
be suggested by the price of $120,- 
000 paid by an American collector 
for a Gutenberg bible, printed at 
Mainz, Germany, on the world’s 
first printing press. 

This is said to be the highest 
price ever paid for a single book, 
but within a few years it may 
bring a great deal more. A similar 
bible sold for only $2,500 about 
80 years ago. 

When J. P. Morgan, the elder, 
died in 1918, his art treasures were 
valued at close to $100,000,000. 
His manuscripts included the orig- 
inals of nine novels by Sir Walter 
Scott, Dickens’ ‘The Christmas 
Caro],”’ Thackeray’s ‘Vanity Fair” 
and many works by Keats, Poe, 
Whittier, Longfellow and others. 
A single purchase of 700 books by 
Mr. Morgan in 1902 cost him a mil- 
lion and a quarter dollars. 

The late Henry Huntington left 
a collection for which he had paid 
about twenty millions, The finest 
collection of Shakespeare’s works 
in existence is in the Folger li- 
brary in Brooklyn. 

Huropeans have long deplored 
the acquisition of their library and 
art treasures by Americans, but so 
long as they are highly prized by 
our wealthy men, they will con- 
tinue to come to our shores. 


RED SQUILL KILLS RATS 


Auburn, Ala.—W, A, Ruffin, ex- 
tension entomologist at Auburn, is 
outspoken and very active in his 
war on rats, which can be killed, 
he said, at a low cost by using red 
squill.

RELIEF PROBLEMS 


Red Cross Spends $2,760,000 
to Help Victims of 
Catastrophes. 


In a year of great misfortune 
caused by economic depression, in 
which the American Red Cross as: 
sumed heavy burdens of relief for 
the unemployed, the organization 
also responded to emergency needs 
In 60 disasters in the United States 
and {ts insular possessions. 

During the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1932, the Red Gross gave 
ald to 75,000 families totalling 338,- 
000 individuals, with expenditures 
of $2,760,786. These people were In 
distress because of drought, flood, 
forest fire, tornado, snowstorm, 
mine explosion or other similar 
great disaster, 

Prolonged drought caused the 
Red Cross to go with help to 58,000 
families In the northwest. Here 
in 144 counties in North and South 
Dakota, Montana, Nebraska, Wash 
ington and Iowa the Red Cross 
spent $1,980,000 from its own trea 
sury to feed and protect people 
through the winter and spring, 

Other grave disasters were floods 
in southeastern states, where the or- 
ganization spent $192,000 from {ts 
treasury and $66,000 local contribu: 
tions to help 13,000 persons. 

More than 650,000 people were 
homeless from floods In tributaries 
of the Mississippi river and again 
the Red Cross faced a long relief 
task, aiding these people. The na 
tional organization gave $108,000 
and local contributions were $10,000

a state of readiness to meet thase 
sudden emergencies and funds and 
other essentials to this work are

School Doors In 25 Coun- 
ties To Close In Month 


(Continued from page one) 

L. P. Stough, city superintendent 
of Phenix City, offered the motion 
to recommend closing of the 
schools in each county as the rev- 
enue was exhausted, and the mo- 
tion carried with only about four 
dissenting votes. 

A cry against the extravagance 
of the Legislature was raised by 
Barl M. Hodson of Lawrence Coun- 
ty, who said he resented any ex- 
pression from such a group to the 
effect the schools had not practic- 
ed economy. Waving aloft a large 
sheet bearing the names of the 
members of the Legislature, their 
assistants and clerks, he shouted: 

“T don’t want to be told how to 
economize by people like that.” 

Asked where he obtained the 
sheet, he said it had been cireulat- 
ed by the Economy League in his 
county preceding the bond issue 
election, 

“How did Lawrence go in that 
election?” he was asked, 

“Like most of the other coun- 
ties in the State,’”’ he replied. 

After circulating slips on which 
the superintendents were requested 
to indicate the approximate dates 
schools in their counties and cities 
must close, the meeting was turned 
into an executive session and news- 
papermen and all “outsiders”? were; 
excused, 

The slips revealed that of the 
18 cities represented that only 
three faced closing within the next 
three weeks or so. Albertville’s 
superintendent reported that funds 
already were exhausted but “we're 
going until. Christmas.” Schools 
in Union Springs will probably 
close December 2 unless there’s 
some State aid. Elba schools will 
have to close November 23. 

Montgomery schools, under the 
present contract with teachers, 
both city and county, wil close on 
January 20, Superintendent W. R. 
Harrison reported.

Coffee County Teachers 
Vote To Keep Schools 
Open Until Christmas 


Resolutions Adopted Urging Special 
Session Of Legislature To Resubmit 
Income Tax And Bond Issue 


Coffee County schools will not 
close at the present, but will 
continue until the Christmas Holi- 
days, according to announcement 
made by the Coffee County Teach- 
ers’ Association last Friday, 

Theachers of the county, toweth- 
er with trustees, members of the 
County Board of Hdueation and 
others interested in the schools of 
the county held a mass meeting at 
the city school auditorium last Fri- 


day when the full status of the 
school situation was discussed at 
length. After much discussion, 


the mattey was praced before the 
teachers and a majority joined in 
the resolution which we are pub- 
lishing herewith, 

According to the resolution, the 
teachers have agreed to eontinue 
teaching until the Christmas holi- 
days, provided the local communi- 
ties will guarantee them actual liv- 
ing expenses. This arrangement 
was to be effected through local 
school authorities and the teachers, 
and, of course, if these plans can 
not be carried out satisfactorily, 
the teacher may withdraw, All 
teachers supporting the resolution 
agree to cease work with the be- 
ginning of the holidays should the 
situation remain unchanged.

The resolution, which recom- 


mended resubmission of the income 
tax and bond issue plan to the peo- 
ple, was drawn after the Board de- 
cided to close the Coffee County 
schools on January 10, provided 
the teachers would continue their 
work without pay until that date. 
Until that time, it was said, citi- 
zens of the county had agreed to 
board the teachers and offer as- 
sistance to the bus drivers, 
Stating that it believed the peo- 
ple would ratify the income tax 
and bond issue, that the teachers 
had waited long enough for their 
pay, and that money should be bor- 
rowed on bonds, notes or warrants 
for payment of school debts and 
obligations for education, the as- 
sembly asked immediate action and 
adjournment of the Legislature in 
order that the amendments might 
be voted on without delay. 
Recommendation was made in 
the resolution for a reasonable, 
fair, equitable and limited income 
tax, and a bond issue not exceed- 
ing $15,000,000, the retirement of 
which would be from revenue re- 
ceived from the income tax. It 
was further suggestel that the pro- 
posed income tax amendment safe- 
guard the exemptions and limit the 
rate so that only reasonable and 
fair income taxes shall be levied 
and collected, and that these safe- 
guards be placed in the Consti- 
tution, 
The resolution, in part, follows: 
“Be it resolvel ...... that we 
do hereby urge the Governor of 
Alabama to call without delay a 
special session of the Legislature

JUDGE CARNLEY 
URGES A SPECIAL 
SESSION AT ONCE 


(By Atticus Mullin In Montgom- 
ery Advertiser.) 

Judge Jeff Carnley, probate 
judge of Coffee County, at an au- 
dience with Gov. Miller last Wed- 
nesday, urged the Governor to call 
an extra session of the Legislature 
of resubmitting 
the income tax and bond issue 
amendments. Judge Carnley ex- 
pressed the belief that a 90-day 
educational campaign in Alabama 
would suffice to secure large ma- 
jorities for both amendments. 

Judge Carnley campaigned 
the bond issue and income 
amendments in Coffee County and 
the vote there was approximately 
2,400 for the two amendments 
against approximately 400 against 
them. He believes the same or ap- 
proximate results would be obtain- 
ed over the entire State in event an 
educational campaign were started 
and sufficient time allowed 


for the purpose

to canvass the State thoroughly. 
“Our schools are in_ terrible 
shape,” said Judge Carnley Wed- 
nesday. “The income tax with a 
bond issue ig the only method I 
know of to keep them running and 
pay the debts of the State. “I 
know there are those who would 
have the Legislature impose 4 


salés tax but such a tax is wrong 
in principle when big incomes are 
escaping taxation. That sort of 
tax would fall on those who are 
least able to bear it. 

“Tt is my expectation that the 
so-called Economy League will now 
begin a movement ‘to save the 
schools.’ They have already de- 
stroyed the schools but they will 
tell the people the way to save 
them is by a sales tax which would 
fall on those who are not able to 
bear it. I told Gov: Miller [ thought 
the Legislature should be called 
and the two amendments resub- 
mitted. I told him I believed the

“The schools of Coffee County 
are still open but I do not see how 
they can run another 30 days. Lo- 
cal funds are already exhausted. 
And if we close our_schools now, 
there will be hundreds of children 
who will never return to school. 
They will be denied an education. 
It is the darkest day in Alabama’s 
history and what is true of Coffee 
is true of other counties in Ala- 
bama, We are up against a des- 
perate situation but I feel confi- 
dent the legislators will agree to 
come to Montgomery for a_ ten- 
day session to save the schools by 
resubmitting the income tax and 
bond amendments. 1 know the in- 
come tax payers of Alabama will 
try to make the Legislature put 
on a sales tax but I trust in the 
patriotism of the Legislature. The 
Levislature did many constructive 
things including the passage of the 
Fletcher bill and the salary cut- 
ting bills and although the people 
are ‘cussing’ the members now, due 
to carefully planned propaganda, 


has been misleading them and they 
will do the right thing.” 

Judge Carnley did not indicate 
what the Governor’s attitude was 
during the interview.
